@ {his Kingdome, in not propagating the glorious 
&) Goſpell in «merica, a maine part ofthe World : 
ASARES Indeed the undertaking of the work is ( in the ge= 
nerall ) acknowl-dged pious and charitable ; but the ſmall pro- 
ſecution that hath hitherto been made of it either by us or others, 
having (as yet) never been generally undertaken in pitty to mens 
foules, but in hope to poſlefle the Land of thoſe Infidels, or of 
gaine by Commerce, may well make this and all other Chriſti- 
an Kingdomes confeſſe, they have been exceeding remiſle, in 
performing this ſo religious , ſo great, ſo neceflary a worke. 

May it therefore pleaſe your wiſdomes,to give your Petitioner 
leave to propoſe briefly, (as the nature of a Petition requireth) 
the morethen ordinary piety and charity of the worke ; the evi- 
dent necellity , and benefit of undertaking, together with the 
ea(ineſle of effeQing. | 

A greater expreſſion of piety (yout Petitioner conceiveth) 
there cannot be, then to make God knowne where he was never 
ſpoken nor thought of, to advance the Scepter of Chrilts TE: 
B OMe. 
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dome. And now againe to reduce thoſe, who (at firſt) were 
created after the Image of God from the manifeſt worſhip of 
Devils, to acknowledge and adore the bleſſed Trinity in Unity. 
To do this, isto be happy inſtruments of cffcing thoſe often 
repeated promiſes of God, in making all Nations bleſſed by the 
comming 6f Chriſt, and by ſending his Word to 8ll Lands : Itis 
to inlarge greatly the pale of the Church. And to make thoſe 
(who were the moſt deteſtable Synagogues of Sathan) delight- 
fall Temples of the Holy Gholt, 

It was a high point of piety in the Queen of the South , to 
come from the utmolt parts of the world to heare the wiſdome 
of Salomon. And fo it was in eAbraham, to leave his native 
countrey for the better, and more free ſervice of his God. 

And certainly it will be eſteemed no lefle in thoſe, who (either 
in their perſons or purſes) ſhall religiouſly endeavour to make 
millions of thoſe filly ſeduced Americans, to heare, underſtand, 
and praftiſe, the mylterie of godlineſle. 

_ Andasisthe = y, ſuch is the charity of the work, exceeding 

great, to no leſle then the immortall ſoules of innumerable men, 
who [till fit in darkneſfle, and in the ſhadow of death, continual- 
ly aſſaulted and devoured by the Dragon, whoſe greateſt de- 
light is to bring others with himſclfe into the ſame irrecoverable 
gulfe of perdition. What thoſe blinde and ſpirituall diltreſſcd 
Americans are, we were, and ſo had continued, had not Apo- 
ttolicall men afforded greater charity unto us, Divi/is orbe Bri- 
$4annz, by long journeying; and not without great hazzard of 
their lives, thea (as ye) hath been ſhewed by us unto them. 

We are not indecd inJued with ſuch eminent extraordinary 
gifts, as were the Primitive Chriſtians ; but yet (if it be duly 
conſidered) how fully and how purely God hath imparted his 
Goſpell unto this Iſland ; how miracalouſly he hath lately pro- 
tefted us from Spanniſh Invaſions, and Popiſh Confpiracies ; 
how (at this time) weabound in ſhipping , and all manner of 


- proviſion for Sea : It will be found, that we (of all Nations) are 


molt for the work, and moſt ingaged to do it in due thankful- 
neſſe to God, 4] 


Nor isthe arme of the Lord ſhortned, or his wonted boanty 
fo reſtrained ; but that undertaking the Voyage pripcipally we 
Gods 
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Gods glory, andin campaſſionts men foules , we muy txpe& 
a _—__ ny an ordinary bleſſing from him, whoſe wal rafiome 
is to honour thoſe that honour him, and moſt abundantly even 
in this life, to recompence ſuch religious undertakings. 

The Spaniard boalteth much of what he hath already done in 
this kinde ; but their own Authors report their unchriſtian be. 
haviour ; eſpecially their monſtrous cruelties to be ſuch, as they 
cauſed the Infidelsto detelt the name of Chriſt. Your wifdomes 
may judge of the Lion by hisclaw. In oae of their Iſlands cake 
led Hiſpaniola of 2990000 of men, as Benz (1n his Italian Hi- 
ſtory ) affirmeth, they had not left x 50 ſoulgs. And Lepſie juſt» 
ly complaineth, that wherefocverthey came, they cut downe 
men as they did corn without any compaſſion. And as for thoſe 
that ſurvived, they bought their lives at deare rates : for _ put 
them to beare their carriages from place to place ; and if they 
failed by the way, they either miſerably diſmembred , or killed 
them out-right. . They lodged them like bruit bealts unJer the 
planks of their ſhips, till their fleſh rotted from their backs 2 
And if any failed in the full perfocmance of his daily task,he was 
ſure to be whipped till his body diltilled with goar blood , and 
then poured they in either molten pitch or ſcalding oyleto ſup- 

le kim. 

gf very [ſtrange and unlikely way to work Infidels unto the 
faith, neither yet could they (if they would) impart unto others 
the Goſpell wa the truth and purity thereof, who have it not 
themſelves, bat very corruptly , accompanied with many idle, 
abſurd, idolatrous Inventions of their owne , whichare but as 
ſo many ſuperſtructures wickedly oppreſſing, if not utterly fub- 
yerting the very foundations of Chnilt tanity. 

And although ſome of the reformed religion, Engliſh, Scotch, 
French, and Datch, have already taken up their habitationsin 
thoſe parts, yet hath their going thither (as yet) beene to ſmall 
purpole, for the converting of thoſe nations, either for that they 

ave placcd themſclves but in the skirts of «America, where 
there are but few natives (asthoſe of New England, or elſe for 
want of able and conſcionable Miniſters (as1n Virginia) they 
themſclves are become exceeding rude, more likely to urn He-

_ To which needfull ſuppiy , the better and ſooner to induce 
your wiſdomes, your Petitioner deſtrcth your yeta little further 
patience untill he hath ſhewed ſome temporall benefits that are 
thereby like to accrew unto this kingdome , together withthe 
ceaſtacile of effcing.

35our ownNe) wee ſhall finde there all manner of proviſion for 
life : beſides Merchantable Commodities, Silke, Vines, Cot- 
ton, Tobacco, Deere-sKkinnes, Goat-skinnes, rich Furre, and 
Beavers gcod ſtore, Timber, Brafſe, Iron, Pitch, Tarre, Rolin, 
and almolt all things neceMary for ſhipping, which it they ſhall 
be employed that way ; they who are ſent away may (with 
Gods blefling)within ſhort time in due recompence of their ſet- 
ting torth, returne this kingdome ſtore of filver and gold,pearls, 
and precious tones ; for undoubtedly if there be not a general 
miſtake in all Authors, who have written of theſe places) ſuch 
treaſure 1s to be had ; if not there, yet in places not farre remote, 
where (as yet the Spaniard hath nothing to do. )And 1n caſe the 
Spaniard will be troubleſome to our Plantations, or ſhall (as it 
1s generally conceived ) be found an enemy to this kipgdome, 
there is no way more likely to fecure England, then by hiving 
a ſtrong Navie there; hereby we may come to ſhare , if not ut- 
terly to defeat him of that vaſte Indian Treaſure, wherewith he 
ſetteth on fire ſo great a part of the Chriltian world, corrupteth 
many Councellors of (tate, ſupporteth the Papacy and general- 
ly perplexeth all reformed Churches. 

Nor need-any ſcrupulous qzere be made, whether we may not 
aſſault an enemy in any place, or not eſteeme them ſuch as ſhall 
aſſault us in thoſe places, where we have as much to do as they. 
The Spaniard claimeth indeed an Intereſt, little 1. fle than here- 
d:tary in almoſt all America, and the Weſt Indies, but it is but by 
vertue of the Popes grant, which is nothing worth, as was long 
fince d.tcrmined by Qurene Elizabeth, and her Councell ; ſoas 
for the Spaniard to debarre us in the liberty of our Plantations,or 
freedome of commerce in thoſe ſpacious Countries, were over 
p:oudly to take upon him ; and tor us to permit it wee overs 


muchto yeeld of our ownright. 


Efpecially, when we may, as now. we may, ſo eaſily help our 
ſelves : For.your Petitioner conceiveth there is nu great dilticul- 
ty inthe preparation here, or tediouſefle in the paſſage thither, 


or h:zzard when wee come there.. The preparation.of men and 


ſhipping, in re{pe&t of the daily happy expeRted accord between 
usand the Scots, is (upon the matter) already made. And as for 
B 3 money 
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money is in the power of this Honourable Houſe to give ſutti- 
cient, without any grievance, or diſlike of the Common-wealth, 
who (undoubtedly) in the generall will think nothing grievous, 
which ſhall be concluded by your wiſdomes, expedient to ſuch a 
pious and charitable worke. 

And as for the paſſage, how can it be thought cither tedjous or 
dangerons, it being ordinarily but ſix weeks faile, in a fea much 
more ſecure from Pirats, and much more free from ſhipwrack, 
and enetmiescoaſts, than our ten or twelve moneths voyage into 
the Eaſt-1n:dies. And as for our good ſucceſie there, we need not 
feare it. The natives being now every where more than ever,out 
of an inveterate hatred to the Spaniard, ready and glad to enter- 
taine us. Our belt friendsthe Nerherlanders being with eight and 
ewenty ſhips gone before to aſſiſt and further us. And which is 
much more, our going with a generall conſent in Gods caule, for 
the promoting of the Goſpcll, and inlarging of his Church, may 
aſſure us of a more than ordinary protection and diretion. That 
hitherto we have been leſle ſucceſſcfull in our voyages that way, 
we way juſtly impuce it to this, that as yet they have not been 
undertaken with fach a generall conſent, and with ſucha full re- 
ference to Gods glory as was requiſite. 

And ſo your Petitioner having delivered his apprehenſion herc- 
in more briefcly, than ſo weighty a matter might well require, 
he ſubmits all the premiſesto your more full deliberation and 
conclalion, which he humbly praycth, may be with all conve- 


 nient ſpeed ; (the only belt way under God to make it the better 


ſicceflefull.

-No Sir, they are his 21s in the eſt Indies, which

) SS Ferdinand King of Caſtile ; much furthered by 
REFE N Iſabella his Queen, who Pawned all her Jewels to 
advance the Chriſtian Faith, and to augment the revenu. of that 
Crowne. A worthy Princely a, as highly to be commended 
as the late pawning of thc - ea of the Engliſh Crowne, 1s 
juſtly to be condemned for the ſupprefling of the Goſpel in the 
rity of it, and the exceeding weakning, if not utter _— 

thof King and Kingdome. . 

But though this New World (for ſo it may be juſtly Ryled, as 
being of avalt extent, much larger than Aſa, and never heard of 
before) was firlt thought of, and in three veyages (not without 
divine inſpiration and aſliſtaace) diſcovered by that worthy Co- 
lumbrs ; yet one Americws, whoatter made a more full diſco- 
very, hath been honour: d with the name of it.

is divided by the wide German and Atlanticke Sea, ſometimes 
by more, ſometimes by lefſe diſtance of l-agnes, nearer to 4f;- 
cathan Europa. Tothe Walt it bath 4/4, and thoſe Southerne 
of the world, as yet remaining to be diſcovered, how large 
Sea is that divides America from Aſia, is as little knowne, 
ſome axe of opinion that it is but a narrow Sea,but itis more pro- 
bable -/ paul very wide.

{crve conſtantly through-out this Diſcovery: ) I thall forthwith | 
fall upon our chiefe Engliſh plantations, and ſo taking view of 
Florida lying upon the Sea-coalt for many hundred leagues, be- 
tween Virginiaand Nova-Hifjcnia, fo farre as the Mediterra-

iovite us thithet; yet T hope thoſe who begin to reade this Com- 
pendinum, will either reade it over, or atleaſt paſſing over theſe 
Countriesof muck lefſer worth, wil fall carcfully to peruſe what 
here by mee faithfully is related out of many approved Authors, 
concerning the pleaſant habitations, exceeding fertility of the 
earth, abundant proviſions in all kinds, and incredible treaſure 
of many other Kingdomes and Provinces, lying Southward and 
South-welt down to the EquinoCtiall : Yea, and if it ſhould be 
granted (as it cannot be granted without condemning of folly 
and fatſhood, more than 50 authors who have written more or 
lefſ of this part of the New-3/0r1d,8 many hundred witneſles, 
who in feverall Iflands and parts of this wide Continent have 
ſcene and injoyed more then I have expreſſed thereof) yet with 
true Chriſtians (who in fome good meaſurcun-lerſtand what it 
is to live or dye for ever ) the preſervation of many thouſands of 
ſoules out of thoſe millionsof men who now fit in darknefle and 
perith eternally for want of the light of the Goſpel, ought to be 
of ſo high eſteem, and ſo prerious in their eyes, as that though the 
moſt,or all of the fore-named invitations ſhould be wanting, yet 
they ſhould be content, I fay not, to part with all, but with ſome 
conſiderable portion of their cſtates, whereby a ltrong Navy - 
might withall conveniency be {nt into ſuch places of this North 
America, asthe wiſdome of Parlizment ſhall judge meeteſt for 
the propagating of th: Goſpell. Now to proceed ina particular 
deſcription according to the former propoſed methed.

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Ne ew-found-Land. 


When it was firſt found out by the E-g/;/;, it was thought 

to have been the moſt Eattern part of the North-contincnt, 
but afterwards it was diſcovered Wks an Iſland, one of the grea= 
teſt in the world, a 110 cagneslong, and in molt places neare as 
pany broad, Tothe Souhand Eaſt it hath the great Occan 
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beating upon 1t. To the North it is ſeparated by a narrow ſea 
fromthe molt North unknowne continent of America, To the 
Welt from Nova Franca by the Sza called S*, Lawrence Gulfe, 
COT the goodnefle ofthe ſoyle, and the fineſſe for a. 
conſtant hybitation / though M. /:rburne in a book written of 
NewW-found- Land doth in both the forcſiid reſpeRts, and fome 
other over highly commend it : Yet upon better inquiry of thoſe 
who have formerly written of it as alfo from. thoſe who uſually 
refort thither,I hnd it to be a convenient habitation for Sommer, 
but not for Winter by reaſon of the exceeding coldnefle, and the 
deep overcovcring of the hand with ſnow,the waters with hugg 
- ſhelves of Ice, wherby they are decbarred of neceſlary proviſions, 
ſuch{ as in ſornmer tune )the Ifland aftordeth iu great abundance 
and variety,namely,land-fowle and water-fowle, freſh fiſh and 
{alt fiſh,upon the matcer,all the ſultentation that the Iſland affor- 
deth. And yet the ycatly rich commodity cf ſea-fiſh,almolt of all 
kinds, which are there uſually in great quantiaes taken and tran- 
ſported int.» Exrope,caufe not'only us, but all other neighbouring 
Nations yearly to reſort thither: And becauſe the conſtant return 
of that ih commodity is worth 2000051, at the lealt yearely ; 
there hath been Jiverle contentions betweene us Eng1:/h and 0- 
ther Nations, who (whether we would or no) have taken full 
liberty of fiſhing therc, and of late it bath been agreed ( and in 
ſome fort well obſerved )that every Nation ſhould peaccably en- 
Joy thoſe Portsand fithing places, of which they ſhould tilt be 
poſſcſcd. This great Ifland affurdeth many conveni:.nt and fafe 
harboroughs for ſhips. Towards the North, the firſt Northarne 
Port ncareſt to the South, which is cape Raz is Rennoſalying 
a little above the 46 degree, then Agqua- Forte two leagucs.more 
to the North ; then Punta de Farilham as many more, 

Much higher neare upon thc 28 degree are Thorpe Bay, then 
the. Biy ( onception halk; a degree higher to the North. Then Bay 
Blanche and: Bay. Orge lying bet ween the degrees of 50 and 5 1. 
From Cape de Raz on the South-{ide toward the Welt, are as 
many Ports of fax greater note,and much more advantageous for 
taking greater ſtore of hih,namely, Abram. T repeſſa 2 leagues di- 
ris, the faid cape : then Chincheca 2 more. St, Marys Ha- 
yen 6 leagues more, Much more to the Welt within 25 {cruples 
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of 47 degrees of latitude is Pre/ees ; After which follow five 
{mall Iſlands, knowne by the name of Saint Percy, then Port 
Baſques, then Claire Bay, all fafe and convenient Harbours, 
remote the one from the other about torry miles. - 

The moſt Welternecape of New-fonnd- Land are de Raye and 
eAnguille, from whence the Land turneth againe to the North- 
calt, from the degree of 48 to 52, inall which ſpace I reade of 
no Haven but that of St. George 12 leagues diftant from Angailis 
Promontory.; neither yet is that of any great repute, becauſe not 
ſafe tocome unto. FE. 

« It is to be obſcrved before we paſle to the next adjoyning part 
of the Continent, which is New Fraxce : that this Iſland is on 


mo andg{mall thereunto belonging,. on the 


North-eaſt ſide, befides' many very ſmall, rather Rockes than 


* Iſlands; there are two of a pretty extent of good uſe and note, 


to wit, Bacalaos upon the 49 degree, and eAves ſomewhat 
abovethe 50. To the South many leagues diſtant lye foure great 
Iſlands, viz. Gravd Banek, Vert Banck, Banquereaux and Sa- 
ble betweenthe degreesof 43 and 46 (which to have named 
ay ſuffice)as being of little worth,fave only for fiſhing, where. 
in they arc reputed not inferiour to New-fornd-Land. Bet ween 
which likewiſe and Nova Franciato the Welt and North-weſt, 
in a kind of 'Mediterranian Sea ( knowne by the name of Saint 


Laurence Gulfe) lye the 1(les of Britton, Tangeanx, Brion, Ra- 


mees, and Natiſcotec, not fo big, but as profitable and more plea- 
fant and apt for habitation than any of the former, Theſe differ 
much in regard of their ſeveral diſtances towards the Welt from 
New-fonnd- Land ; but they differ more in reſpe& of latitade, 
ſome partof Iſle Brir2on falling tothe 46 degree, whereas the 
moſt Northerne part of Nati/corec ariſeth tothe 50, between 
which two Iſlands lye the other three, environed with Seas very 


narrow and ſhelyy , rockie, and therefore to be carefully ob- 


ſerved by thoſe who trade among them.

Ow to proceed with the Continent. The moſt Eaſterly as 

yet diſcovered, part of it gocth by the name of New France 
(not that it ws firlt diſcovere4 by the French, tor thit was done 
long before, Anno 1497. by 75hn and his fon Sebaſtian (abor, 
imployed by Henry the {cventh, King of England, t that pur- 
poſe) but becauſe a more full Diſcovery hath fnce been made by 
two worthy French-men,Qzarteri and (hamplcri. fiom whote 
much approved relations, I ſhall here brietely impart unto you 
what I conceive requiſite for us to know. 

Theſe two worthy French-men tell us that all the diſcovery 
they mado of this part of America (more than ever, as yet hath 
been made) was by the great River Canada, falling trom the 
Welt about an hundred leagucs into the North part of S*. Lax- 
rexce Gulte, and by the Southernie Ocean Welt ward. * 

I ſhall therefore in this my bric fe Relation,trace them ipthei 
long Voyages this way,beginning with that part of New France 
that bordcreth on both ſides Canada,where they made their fi (> 
enterance: Only let me take notice of ſome Promontories,lying 
bezween the South Ocean and /"anvada River, not much fre- 
quented, for that the comming in untotkem hath often proved 
dangerous, the ſcas bing in molt places very narrow, by reaſon 
of the foreſaid great Iſlands, and mavy more which formerly did, 
and now doth cauſe them who trade thither to [tecre a more 
ſafe courſe (avove the {xidIflands) more to the North-calt, be- 
tween them and New: found-Land. They are knowne by thefe 
names, Cape ds Efþeraxce, and Bay de Chalexx, ſomewhat a- 
bove the 48, Port Gachepe upon the 49, Cape de Bontoxeriers, 
and Cape Eve/que between the degrees of 50and 49. From 
which lait Cape beginneth the fall of Canada, belt known, and 
moſt uſually uſcd by the Welt-lide of Naryſcores, whereunto an- 
fwereth on the North-fide the River of Che/chedec more than

thirty leagues ditant (for ſuch js the wideneſle. of that River |

there affirmed to be.) The next cape oft the South-lide wheres 
unto theRiver Maparer onthe North anſwereth is de Chare re- 
mote from the former neare thirty leapucs. Above theſe 1ome- 
what neare oppoſite;Bnt 20 leagues remote from thaformer,lye 
the Rivers Le/quemin to the North, and Aſontonre to the South, 
The fartheſt navigable parts of this great river arc on the North: 
T adowſac 2 good haven at the falling of the heady River Saguce 
vay from the North-welt as yet but very little diſcovered, and 
the River May on the South-ſide. | 
The other part of Canada not navigable with any great ve(- 
{ell (was yet attempted by Ie to good purpolc) and after 
u20N 2 further ſearch Champlany is artirmed to reach yet 3co 
Ic tothe South-welt. The principall places by them obſer- 
vol ,are Orleance and Sault, thirty leagues from Tadox/ac, then 
follow Quzebec 20, Mary River 60, Lake Pierro 100 leagues 
more. 
' Now. concerning the goodnefſe of this foyle and climate, the 
 conditioftof the 'Natives, and what hath ben here performed 
by the French. Tt may ſuffice to know that the land ou the North 
ſide of Canada from the fall of it to the River Saguenay (as far 
as is yet di[covered,) is found to be mountenous , woodd 
and barren; beſides, the comming up the River on that ſide 1s 
found much more dangerous than that ro the South, which alſo 
in many 'places requireth carefull circumſpeRion, Bat then the 
land is much more fruitfall and convenieat to trade for Bevours 
and rich Furres {the grand commodity here to be expeRed)) by 
reaſon there are more ſtore of Natives to trade withall: In the 
penerall, all this part of the Countrey ts judged to be over cold 
ia Winter, to be well inhabited, though yet it be conſtantly af- 
firmed that the Natives might live very plentifully there, were 
they not careleſle in ſowing, planting, and making timely pro- 
viſions; and ſo prodigall in ſpending in twoor three moneths; 
what might ſerve themthe whole year. Sure it is that the French 
have taken a great opinion of it, for beſides many voyages for- 
merly made, they have from the yeare 1608. to the yearc 1616. 
made ſix voyages under the condudt of the fore-named Chan 
plany, and it isno lefle certaine that the French have continuall 


trading thither as finding good returne, eſpecially for Bevours 
Skins. The 
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. The other part of New France adjacent to the South Ocean, 
beginning where we came up in Saint Lawrence Gulfe,, on the 
Welt-ſide of Ile Britton, are Port Cam/ear, and Port de Saves 
lette (omewhat aboye the 45 degree of latitude, then halfe & de- 
grce more to the South follow Bay de Totes, and Port Flaine; 
The firſt ful thirty,the ſecond neare fifty leagues from Savelerre; 
then Bay Senne, Margarite River, and Cape Heye all theſe fol- 
low one after another for a d<gres farther : Yet more to the 
South-welt follow Port d: Reſgnal; Cape de Sable, Port' Con 
rante, and Cape Forcs, one after another for- the ſpace of 35 
leagues. From Cape Forcs beginneth agreat Inlet Sea called Bay 
Francoyſe, of 15 leagues wide atthe firlt enterance, but aftcr a 
while it'is narrowed more and mare as it runneth backward to» 
- wards the North-calt, full 30 leagues into the Continent, And 
into thisboſome of Sea are many good havens, but that the com- 
ming up unto them 1s not ſo goa 2 They are knowne by theſe 
names, farys Bay, Port Raya#/and Port enx Adrnes about five 
leagues diltant the one from the other... © tt 

And here it is tobe obſeryed, that the turning in of the fore- 
faid boſome of the ſea neareas far to the North=calt as the Gulfe 
of Saint Laxrence, environeth that part of New France, as the 
French call Cade. Onthe South-welt ſide of Bay Fraxcoy/e, are 
Cape Ravge, Saint Fohns River, Port Coquities, and the River 
Croix, 

Now the temprature of this part of this Country is better then 
the other, as not being ſo exceſſive cold, but the goodneſſe of the 
ſoyle isin the generall not ſo good as is that part which is called 
Canada, lying on the South-(1deof the River Canoga © © 

Yet the French have takenſo good liking thereof,that the Lord 
de Monts, and the Lord de Portrrinconrt have made fome vyoy- 
ages thither in perſon, and ſpent great part of their eſtates in ſet- 
ling Plantations there, whereot there was great hope of good 
ſuccefſe, mill in the yeare 1617. and 1633. the then Queene . 
Regent of France (who hath fince proved the Fire-brand of

the ſoyle for all manner of culture, and the ſweet and whGna 
temperatue of the climate ; He doubteth ypt to compare; New. 
England with the moſt approved Countries.of Emrope.: And I 
fin] his commendation ſeconded, if not exceeded by the Com. 
pany of Advyentuxers for the Plantation there. For the goodneſle, 
of the ſoyle they compare it to Devonſeire., For the ten rg; 
of the ayre to France ; but yet upon, farther chquiry from givers. 
of our Eng1i/h who have beeathere, and have taken'a more. ex- 
a& view latcly of this Countrey : I am certainly informed that 
inregard of fertility it commeth far ſhort of old- England. \..

fiſh. Within tha Continent lycth thegreat River Naſſaw, whoſc 
firlt enterance istwo miles wide, and for eight miles it cotinneth 
very Navigable, but after becommeth ſhallow. The country ad- 
Joyning on cither (ide is very pleaſant and fruitfull, inhabited by 
the Wapaveckes and\Nalucantos. 

Then follo weth the River Siccanamor,the country whereun- 
to adjoyning is poſleſſed by the Peguers,profeſſed enemies to the 
Engliſh. Thenthe River Virreſche,on the Weſtſide whereof ben- 
ding to the North, lye the $eq#z, and Vor:afs, Between theſe 
Nations,and the Matawaces, who live by fiſhing there lieth an 
Archipella$us, wherein are many Iſlands : On the North-fide of 


the Dzrch Plantation ſpringeth the river Machicharn, called the 


great Northriver,which running thorow one of the widelt parts 


of that part of the continent,as yet diſcovered, affordeth conve-_ 


nient habitation for the Agwamachites, and the Marahors on the 
Eaſt-ſide. For the' Sanachars and Tappari on the Welt-lide, 
Neare of this great River,the D#tch have built a Caltle of great 
uſe to them,not only for the keeping under of the Natives adjoy= 
ning,but likewiſe for their more free trading with many of *F /o- 
rida, whouſually come down the Riyer Cazida, and fo by land 
to them. A plaine proofe, Canida is not far remote. 

There is yct another River, not fully diſcovered, bigger then 
the former, called the South River ; It lyerh weltecly by South 
toward Virginie ; The enterance into it is yery wide, having 
Cape May tothe Eaſt, and Cape Hinlopex tothe Welt, lying 
about the degreesof 41, and from thence the Sea-coaſt inclineth 
by little and little ſomewhat more then two degree to the South. 
A point neceſiarily to be obſerved by thoſe who faile into thoſe 
ſeas foravoiding of ſhelves and ſands. The chiefe inhabitance ly- 
ing onthe Eaſt-ſ{ide of this River to the Eaſt are the Scones, and 
the Naraticons -' On the Welt are the Aingquaans,the Senenqua- 
ans,and many more. 4

I Irginia 18 next ad joyning welterly to New Netherlard, it ex- 
tcendeth it ſelfe with relation to the Sca-coalt, from North to 
South, from the degree of 39 to 33. And it is divided into two 
parts,the Northerne and the Southerne z the Southerne was fult 
found out by Sir Walter Raleigh, inthe yeare 15886. And by him 
in honour of our moſt gratioui Queen F/izaberh called Virginia; 
from whence the other part alſo 1s denominated, what faccefle 
his Diſcovery had or hath, I ſhal impart unto you in its due place, 
ſo ſoone as I have done with the Northerne part, which in the 
yeare 1606, from the degree 37 to 39. beganto be. inhabited by 
our Engliſh, and hath ever ſince continued, ſometime in better, 
ſometime in worſer eſtate, but for ſome yeares laſt paſt,for many 
temporall reſpes beyond immagination proſperous. 
' The Sommer is here as hot as1a Spar, eſpecially in Tune, Iuly 
and Azgrft, but it is for the molt part greatly mitigated by a 


the Sea-coalt ; from December to March it freezeth ſharply, but 
is not uſually of any long continuance, ſome yeares more, and 
ſome years leſſe, (as in other regions) and though here ſometime 
drought, ſometime raine do exceed,(yet do they not fo excced,) 
but that the Inhabitants affording a due care and endevour, may 
and do reape the fruits of the land in great variety. 


Virginia, which is by a wide arme of the ſea called Che/apeacke, 
bounded on the North, and on the South with two great Pro- 
montories, Whereof the Northerne taketh denomination from 
King Charles, the Southerne from Prince Henry.

It extendeth it ſelfe from South to North (accompanied well 
ncare for two hundred miles with the cbbing aud flowing of the 
ſea) ſos it is navigable more than fifty miles ; there falleth into 
it, as it paſſeth from the North-welt, five principall Rivers, fed 
and maintained by many other Rivers, which I purpoſely omit, 
theſe being ſufficient, (lying asthey do, ſome 25. miles aſunder) 
to fructitie and repleniſh with Roreof corne, grafſe, and other 
fruits, almoſt all the knowne parts of North V7rginia, which our 
Engliſh either now do, or ſhall undoubtedly by Gods aſſiſtance 
ſhortly enjoy. 

The firlt River is PaWhatas, which ſpringing out of the 
Mountaines of 4/onecham, and afterwards encreaſed by divers 
other Rivers, becommeth fo wide and ſo deep, as it is Navigable 
about an hundred miles from its fall, into the grand ſtreame {he- 
ſapeacke, not far from Cape Herry : Either fide of this River'is 
inhabited by diverſity of Natives, whereof on the North-fde are 
the Chicahemans, the Wenankzs, and the PaSpaheytns, whereof 
the firlt are able to bring neare two hundred men tothe war, the 
ſecond an hundred, the third forty. And here forvy miles from 
Cape Heyry lyeth James Towne, our beſt hold : On the South- 
fide, the chicfe are the Nanſammand:, conſiſting of about torty 
men of war,the Cheſapeackes an hundred the Apamarucks ſixty, 
and either of theſe and others lefle conſiderable, by reaſon of 
their far ſmaller aumbers, have their ſeverall petty Kings, which 
they call yeroances. 

The ſecond R iver diſtant from Pawhatar to tho North, is P 4+ 
mauxke, at firlt ſmall, but after greatly increaſed by the accefle 
of other Rivers ; all the Natives on cither fide this River, cannot 
bring above 150 mento the war. 

third is T oppahanocke, ago - us about x50 miles, thc 
Natives lying on both fidesof it, whereof the Toppanahochiare 
not tnuck more than 300 ſerviceable men. 

The fourth is P aroWomeke, a very wide and deepe River, Na- 
vigable 149. miles, by reaſon that divers other Rivers fall into 
it, and it ison either ſide, in regard of the commodiouſneſſe, and 
pleaſantaeſſe of the ſoyle much inhabited,and is able out of _y 
Villagesonly, Adigcomeco, Onawmament, Noyowane, to 
350, and as many more out of others. |

whereof on either (ide cannot bring into the field above twa

+ | There __ ather Rivers, on the other fide Eaſtward, all 
which fall likewiſe into the great River Cheſapeacke, but they 
are of no great note, becauſe not Navigabl-,, but the Natives 1n- 
habiting about them, for proportion of ground, are as many as 
on the other ſide ; the number of their fighting men are about 
foure hundred, fo as the whole number of their men of war in 
the North-part of Virginia, do notexceed three thouſand, who 
being no better armed than with bowes and arrowes, and not 
daring to approach our great Ordnance, no nor our Muskets net- 
ther, if there be any [tore of them ; leſſe than three kundred of 
our men maycalily beat away, and keepe them under. 


And now I ſhall acqu.int you with ſuch things asthe earth 
bringeth'forth of her ownc accord, as alſo what grain and other 
fruirs carcfull husbandry may produce. | #0 
. Store of grafſe in many places there is not,not becauſe the ſoile 
is unfit to yeeld it, but that it is hindered by the over-ſhadowing 
of trees, which almoſt in evcry place groweth into great abun- - 
dance,i thing cafily to be #mended, bycutting downe good [tore 
of them, as appeareah plainly 1n ſome of our Plantations, where 
thiScourſe being.carefnlly performed: They have beſides ſtore of 
erafle, ſtore of Exg/s/band indian graine ; yea, T have been cre- 
dibly informed by divers perſons of good worth, that they have 
many fields belonging to a Plantation, where the ground yeeld- 
ethgreater increaſe. upon bare tillagethan ours here in' England 
doth, with the moſt chargeable, and moſt painfull hun, 

_ Amongthe truitfull trees of the wood, the prime are the Oak, 
Walnut, Mulberry, Prune: Damſoa trees, of the fruit whereof 
ſtamp:d topgethergthe Natives make-of the dryer part that which 
ſerveth them as well as bread ; and with the liquid part that 
which.contenteth them as well as beere : 'They have allo [tore 
of Cherries, and Grapes greater than ours, thongh nothing ſo 
ſweet, which undoubtedly may be juſtly imputed to the want of 
due husbandry, in ſetting, grafting, and pruning them. It hath 
beſides diverſe other trees, which though they beare no fruit, 
yet arc they-no leſle profitable for building and other uſcs, as

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namely the Cedar, the Cyprus, and the Safaffras. 

Ir fends forth alſo of its owne accord great variety of kerbs 
and roots, very uſctull both for food and Phyſicke, 

The grain which the Natives fet, inthe place where great trees 
Rond, x yeare or two before they had firtt burnt them down,and 
then rooted them up, are chiefly Welt-1a:a» Wheat,and Peaze, 
which being ſet in April, (foure wheat and two peaze graines,in 
ſeveral holes diſtant foure foot each from other ; )in Auguſt they 
receive a wonderfull increaſe, every ftalke bearing uſually two 
or three cares, and every caretwo hundred, ſome five hundred 
graines, which are as big, and as ſweet, as our Rounſeyals ; but 
our Country-men ( beſides the 1»d;an graine ) doe now fow in 
great quantity our Wheat, Barley, Peaze and Oats, and receive 
aiually [5s you kave heard, a greater increaſe than our Engl; land 

The Beaſts which the North part of 7/5 gin, of it ſelf offord- 
eth, whoſe fleſh yceld wholeſome nouriſhment, are upon the 
matter only Deere, of ſeverall kinds, Ealtors, Hares, and Squir- 
rels us big as our Conneys, and with cither oftheſe it aboundeth. 
Bur es theſe, our Plantations doe at this preſent fo abound 
with Neat and Swine, as that they feed more plentifully on them 
than they need ; and as I have beencredibly informed by divers 
worthy inhabitants, that they can, upon occaſion ſpare ſufficent, 
Beefe, Porke, Turkics, Hens, and Salt-fiſh, with ſuch tore of 
ine as may ſufficiently vituall any Nayy of ours which ſhall 
imployed that may. 

The flying fowle there, ſuch as are for prey, are Eagles and 


div » for food there rre Partriges, Pigeons Turkies, 
Black-birds, Thruſhes, and in the Winter. rk but lictle in 
the Summer) they do abound with Water-fowles of all forts, 
Swans, Cranes, Geeſe, Ducks, and many more, whom we of 
Emxrope never knew, For Fiſh, thergare Sea-calvcs, Salman, 


Trout, Eeles, Soles, Herrings, Mallets, Pearch ; and of all kind 

of Sha-fiſh, Gar greater an better than are ours, 
Now as concerning the condition of the Natives,it may ſuffice 
to know that ſome few of them, as the Saſqueſahavoxs, who lye 
molt Northerly about two miles from the grand River Che/c- 
pracke, areGiants in compariſon of us; that other, as the z/icho- 
.* Jomacks 
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romacks are Dwarfs, though for the molt part they are of « come 
petent ſtature, borne white, but turning tawny by eontinuall 
painting of themfclves ; they are ſtrong and nimble of body, and 
well inured to indured Winter and Sommer ; In Winter they 
lye in the woods by a great fire, clothed with the hairy skins of 
Deere and Caſtors, in Sommer with ſmooth skins, 
\  Intheyear 1606. at the charge of ſome Nobles and Citizens, 

erthe Government of Maſter Veoport, a Colony of about an 
kuadred men, wasfent intothis North part of Virginia; The 


firſt part where they beganto build and plant, wasat Cape Hen- 
”y, Where at the firſt they were kindly rece.ved by the Natives, 


but it continued not long,for within a while they refuſed to ſup- 
ply them with any proviſjon of vituals, and in the end they tet 
upon themdyath by creactivry and force, to ſubdue them, which 
they very hardly withſtood, being almoſt tamiſhed, and had un- 
doubtedly all forthwith perithed, had not there then a new ſup- 
ply efanhhadred and twenty more men, and of proportionable 
proviſion happily arrived ont of £.:g/a::4, under the conduct of 
the forcfiid Maſter Neoport, in whoſe abſ-nce Captain Smith 
was Govyernour ; but this was but a ſhortretreſhing, by reaſon 
that a great part of their provifion was conſumed by caſualty of 
fire, neither was there any good agreement between the chicfe 


Officers there,or ſuch continu. d tupply hence as was requiſite, 


ſoas they fell again into a very hard condition,being extreamely 
pinched with faminc, and daily aſſaulted by the Natives, in ſo 
much as they were all reſolved to have retured into Exg/and, had 


It not been forthe Lord -De LawWware, by whoſe comming with 


ſore of all proviſion, they were comforted and ſupported : And 
ſothey continued in a much bettering eſtate, under the Com- 
mand of Captaina Smith, Maſter D ale, and Maſter Gates : Cap- 
tain Sw3th affirmeth that at his departure, he leftthere neare five 
hundred well provided with Vi and all manner of Amu- 
nition; which by the comming of Maſter D a/c and Maſter Gares 
was made as good again. And in this flouriſhing increafing con- 
dition,thcy continued from the year 1610, unto 1631, in which 
yeare they loſt by an nnexpeRed treacherous ſurprifall of tae Na- 
tives, three hundred and forty, and had been utterly deſtroyed, 


had not James Towe eſcaped by a F5rginian, who had got ſome 
| SOR uttle 
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little knowledge in Chriſtianity, but fince they have abundantly 
recovered that loſſe, being now more than a thouſand, and com- 
manding the Natives as they pleaſe :. Many other remarkable 
paſſages touching this part of Yirgiz5a, are to be found in Cap- 
raine Smiths Diſcourſe thereof. 

 Thegreater and more fertill part of Virgina isthe Southerne, 
found out (as ſaid) dy Sir Walter Raleigh, and lince amply de- 
ſcribed by our conatry-man Maſter Harconrr,who aftirmeth that 
ther are great ſtore of Deere, Conneyys, and big Squirrils, which 
afford very ſweet and wholeſome nouriſhment, and no lefle 
abundance of Fowle, as Peacocks , Partridges, Stock-doves, 
Cranes, Hernes, Swans,Geelſe ; as alſo of Fiſh, asSturgeon, Her- 
ring, Rayes, Mullets, Plaice, Soles, Trouts, Ecles, and man 
more, belide infinite ſtore of all kind of Shell-fiſh,agglall of theſe 
very uſefull for mans ſuſtentation : There are likewiſe in this 
Southerne part, many Merchantable commodities, beſides ample 
proviſion of almoſt all things neceflary for ſhipping, Which with 
2 competent ſupply of men and Ammunition from England, 
might withia a ſhort time, by Gods bleſſed aſſiſtance, command 


_ the Northerne parts of America, where world be found filver 
and gold ſufficient, though they never went over the Line, to 


abate the over-ſwelling greatneflc of the Spariard,by whom the 


| Papacy is only ſupported, and all Proteſiant Churches at this 


preſent ſo extreamely perplexed. There was in the yeare 1546, 
a ſmall Colony ſent into this part of Virginia, at the charge of 
Sir Walter Raleigh, but finding themſelves not ablc long toreſiſt 


the Natives, they returned into England. 


ASecond Expedition was undertaken-ju the yeare 1585, by 


Sir Richard Grinvill, who continued not 1»ng there, but left a. 


Colony of an hundred and ſeven under the command of Sir Ra- 
phact Lane, who being greatly diltrefled by the Natives, were 


| next yeare brought back again by Sir Francis Drake. 


e laſt voyage wereade of, was undertaken at the charge of 
the faid Sir Walter Raleigh, by Malter 93th, 1587, who finding 
the former Colony gone,and himſclfe not able to make good the

HE next adjacent Countrey unto Yirginia,tothe Welt and 
; Southwelt is Fl/orida,containing a very large traſt of gronnd, 
not yet fully diſcovered,it hath the Ifland C#ba tothe South,and 
runneth South-weſt to the River de Pal/mar,about forty miles di- 
ſtant from Paxco,a Province of Nova Hifþania. The tempera- 
ture of the aire differeth not much from that of Caſtile in Spain, 
it is for the molt part very fertill, but it ſeemethnot to have in it 
any rich mines, either of gold or {ilver,or not to have been regar- 
ded by the Natives, who not long ſince would not take the pains 
to take up any of the great ſtore of gold and ſilver, which was 
uſually caſt upon that coaſt,by reaſon of many ſhipwracks which 
the Spaniard fuffered in bringing ſuch treaſure thorow the dan- 
gerous Straits of Bahema from Nova Hisþania,and the South of 
America ; the ſoile is as fcrtil, if not more tertill than any part of 
Virginia, and aboundeth with greater ſtore and variery of fleſh, 
fiſh, fowle and fruit, than that doth. Great ſtore of gold and 
ſilver is found there, which they who havewriten of Florida, 
impute rather to frequent Shipwracke ,, than to any Mines 
growing there, becaule they have farre the greater (tore neare 
the Sea-coalt, though yet there be a conſtant report of many 
olden Mines in the eApalaci Mountaines , which divides 
lorida, from the South part of Firginia, but it is cer- 
taine that many of the Sea-ſhores afford ſtore. of eAmver 
Griſe. | 
The Inhabitants are of a tawny. colour, of great tature, and 
well compacted bodies, very expert Archers, exceeding ative, 
fierce and manly in their manner of aſſault.

ciongegtinitthem. Fhey confilt of many 7 
which uſually infeft and weaken one another,in that reſpeR eaſie 
to he ſubdued, though they were better provided for war than

The Spaniard, a$ alſo the 'French,have made many YoyagesSin-

: The fit[t1$p4an;/5 Expedition was undertzken inthe year ry12. 
from'the Mis of oa P3ytine, from whom 4 received 
the name, for that the face of the Country hath a reſemblance of 
"OI ſpting, but this Expedition proved to be of none 
"A ſecond voyape was undertaken inthe yeare 15/20, by Vaſ+ 
ques, from Hifþaniela , who performed nothing wemorable 
there, fave only thts infamous a of inviting many of the Nae 
tives into his ſhips, where once abeord, he hoyſcd ſaylc,and cat- 
ried them-mto miſcrable bondage. = 6: 
" A third voy pe Was made to as little purpoſe, by Narveſine, 
Anno"'1526, is # ſtayed ſolong in the ſearch of the Sputh-welt 
part of Florida, which is the molt barren part,as they were fainc 
to eat one another. 

The moſt remarkable was undertaken by Ferdinando 2 Soto; 
from the yeare 1536, unto 1541, in which time he with his Ar- 
mie of nine hundred foot, and five hundred horſe, were the 
Crater part conſumed, having not foundout (what they chiefly 
ought after) any golden or ſilver mines; theremainder of his 
ſonldidicrs, which were nat a fourth part of thoſe he brought 
from C*ba, were after his death under the conduRt of ZLndovi- 
cus Moſcoſus, brought into Nova Hiþania, not without great 
difficulty, being often fiercely ſet upon, and proſecuted by the 
Naives. After which very chargeable and unprofperous voyage 
of Hernandus the Spaniard for many yearcs did intermit any 
further ſearch of Florida, which indeed was never throughly 
by them, as having ſearched no further than that part of the 
Countrey, which lyeth —_— the Gulfe of Nova Hiffavia, 
and not within and beyond the Straitsof Bohema, lying towards 
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fot res oonka by many degrees the more fertill foyle, and 
abounding with treaſure, and rich merchantablc Os 
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FE Kings ſhips,tvery way 
wel provided,by the procurement of Co/inw(that moſt worthy 
Admirall of France,) under the conduct of Ribaldas let forth to 
Florida, inthe yeare 1542, where they arrived within two mo- 
neths at the River of Dolphizes, lying about the yo degree, and 
from thence following the Seacoaſt towards the North, they 
came to a very fafe Port,which they named Port Rial,neare un- 
to which they built Charles Fort, about the degree of 32, neare 
ad joyning to the Sea-coaſt of Yirginia, But by reaſon of great 
civill war that as then happened very fierce in Framce, a long ex- 
eted ſupply being not ſent from thence, a mutiny aroſe among. 
bis ſouldiers,ſo as Riba/ds,though ha was well entertained,and 


ſupplyed by the Natives, was inforced to returne into France,af- 


| ter ſome diſcovery made of the North-caſt part of Florida, not 


without the loſſc of ſome men, though of more'money ; And in 
his returne (for want of victuals) they killed one of their owne 
met, and had hardly ever againe recovered France, but that they 
were unexpeRtedly furniſhed with ſome viRtuals by an £»ngli/h

Mer this the civill war ceafing in Fraxce,and Colin the Ad- 


| mirall returning againe into grace with the King, Lazdoverinm - 


the twentieth of May 15.44, ſct forth with three ſhips well fur- 


| niſhed for Florida, where he arrived the twenticth of June, and 
| was friendly received by the Natives,but could not find any gold 


or ſilver Mines, though he ſpent muck travell and time in ſearch 
after them, folong as his proviſion was all ſpent ; And the Na- 
tives growing both unable, and unwilling to ſupply him any 
longer,he was reſolved to have returned into Frarce,if the fore- 
ſaid Ribaldiss had not againe arrived there with chreo ſmall ſhips 
out of France ; whoſe expeRted comming as it was very joyftull 
tothe French, ſothe Natives teemed to be highly pleaſed there- 
with, as foure of their petty King+, the Kings of Homeloa Sera- 
vatri, Almacam, Malica and Caſtri, came forth to congratit. 
late Ribaldws arrivall, and promiſed to conduct the French nnte 
the Monntaines of Apalatri, where ſtore of red Mettall was to

Saint Matthewes, of great difficulty to be taken by « ſmall Navy, |

ſhall take them. And now will I only deſcribe the Sea coalts of 
Florida from the Confines of Firginiaunto Nova Hiſpania, far 
better known then the Inland countrics tothe North of Florida.

All Bayes and Rivers Weſt ward falling down to the South from 
Peter Bay, which lyeth about the 31 Degree to the South, to S.

Auftines, direRtly Southward, the land fo fallingin upon the Sea, 
from the degree of 3o and a half to 25, where the comming up of 
theftrait of Bahama beginneth,having to the welt ſide thoſ: dan- 
erous Rocks called Mſarreries, to the Eait thoſe called Rogzes.

From the Eaſt promontory of Maxi to Cape Anthony full 
Weſt it extendcth it {clf no 1: fſe then 230. leagues but in breadth 
where itis largeſt it exceed<th not forty leagues, where narroclt 
not fifteene, A very large Ifland and, fruitfull ſoyle able 
abundantly to ſuſtaine many thouſand men , for the Natives are 
well nigh utterly deltroyed by the Spamiard,And the few & 56 
jahabitants at this time th-re remaining are not able to make uſe 
of the fitth part thereof. The Climate is ſomewhat hot, but yet 
healthfull and reaſonable temperate, 1t 1s ſo over ſtored with 
kine as they kill them meerely for their hides,and ſo wi:h hogges 
asthey know not what to doc with them. 

It hath in it a Cathedrall, and a Moneltery, To the Ealt thirty 
leagues diſtant , and within ten leagues of the Northern Sca 
' lietha Towne called Baracoa neer to which runneth the River 
| - Mares. Tothe North Welt likewiſe thirty leagues licth Baiamo, 
| whichthough it bean inland towne yet 1t is well furniſhed with 
uſctull commoditics, by meanes of the great river {aute which 
falleth into the Sea on the South-fide of the Iflaud, A fourth 
Towne whercunto belongeth a good haven Porto del Principe 
lying to the Northſide neer forty leagues from Saint Jages 5 On 
' the Southfide more then fiftic leagues from 7ages lieth the Town 
Spiritzs Santtizs , And betweene thelc lic the great mountaines 
T arquizo , Cape de (rw, and a great inlet of the Sea, th: Land 
b.nding to the North, and to the North-calt no lefle then a de- 
gree,but the coming up untothem ( by reaſon of the many rockes 
ans ſhelves ) is forewhat dangerous. 

From hence being more then halfe the length of the Iſland 
unto Cape Anrhony(the mylt Welterne promontory of great note 
with mariners. )On the South-fide alto licth the Town Seas, Port 
Xagua, and Cape Correntes opportune places to harbour, and 
take 1n water, and wood. The Welt end of Caba from Cape 
Anthony beadeth Northward where lie the Orgazes obſerved by 
<aylors to be dangerous touching upon in regard of many ſands 
rockes , and ſhallowes, but after the Land falling into the Eaſt 
not above nine ales from Habana there are two very convenient

Forces to condutt it ſafely into Spaine. Neither indeed is Haba- 
»a (0 impregnable,but that (a Navy Royall landing ſome of their 
Forces at Port Xar:ier, or Port Pwercos atoreſaid may take both 
Town & treaſure before the, Spaniſh Navy can put from thence,.) 
if they could in a ſeaſonable time ſomewhat about Sept. m- © | 
ber, light upon the Spary/ Flcer. And it the Grandes of Spaine, 
have ( by reaſon of the large penſion of 3. or 4000. pounds 
yeerly paid to many penfionzrs here ) ſuch intelligence of- an in-

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molt for their hides, yet they multiply to faſt upon them , and 
{uch is the increaſe of horſe , and hogges, which ſufficiently 
proveth the exceeding fertility of their ſoyle, there having been 
neithcr Neat, horſe ror hegges, inthe whole 1c, before 1t was 
ſtored by the Spaniſh, not above 150 yeers ſince. 

Now to b.gin the particular deſcription, of the Ile, of 
the Townes, Rivers, and Ports according to the feycrall Pro- 
vinces, as they lic from E:k to W.lt, butweene North and 
South. The molt Ealterne Province cail-d Hygrey is a rough, 
and mountainous plice, yet well turuwiihed , with variety of 
fruitfull trees. To the South, lie two {mall Iſlands (atiline and 
Zybo well provid-d with good nature and [tore uf cattell, as 
alſo the Iſland San, of a larger extent which though it be not 
now iahabite!, y.tit1s very commodiuus for Ships to furniſh 
themſclves witn f.verall forts of proviſion, it abounding with 
great (tore of truits and wholſome cattell. | 

The n«<xt province is [agvagra upon the South Coaſt, 
whercin (tandeth Sa» Domingo, the onely chicte City of the 
Ifland built by B ar:holomens Collumbus Anno 1494.o0nthe Ealt- 
ſide of the River O/ama, but afterwards removed by Nicolas 
Obando to the Weltfide, It is neatly baile and Fatcly with 
ſ{toncs, and cnvironed with a {ſtrong wall. It is the feat of an 
Archbiſhop,and the place where the governour of the Iſland,and 
all the Kings oiticcrs do reſide, and but that it is not conveniently 
{upplicd with water,it might wel paſſe for one of the belt cities in 
all America. It flouriſhed exceedingly in the preceeding age,but 
ſince the finding out of Pern,it hath loſt much of its ſpendour, 
as being lefle trequented by Merchants. The ikavirants hercof 
according to the Spaniards own relation, doth not exceed 600. 
families of Spariards,the Moores and Mungrdls(which are begot 
of Spaniþ and Moores) amouiating to as many more. It was ta- 
ken1nthe yeer 1586 by Sir Francis Drake with 1200, men, 
but the ſpoil came far tort of exveRation, there being found 
great [tore of braſſe coyne but littic gold. To the North of this 
prime City, in the fame Province 1s the City De Ls Concep- 
tion , Wherein is a Cathedrall and a Monaltry as allo the 
Towne Gotxy, Not farre from San Domingo , the Pro- 


vince of Cayegsas beginneth, and extendeth ut ſelfe on the

of Spaize, Upon this coaſt are three little Iſlands(little better 
then Rocks )Bera, Alta, Vela,Frayles, wherein though there be 
nothing worth obſcrvation, yet are they carefully to be obſerved 
for the preventions of Shipwracke, The n. xt Province to the 
Weſt, and more to the North is Baoca very n:ountaines, and fo 
hard of acceſſc as it colt the Spaniard very dear before he could 
aine it. The moſt Sonthwelt Province is Eaniguagia very 
plaine, pleaſant, and fruitfull, wherein ſtandeth Savaxa juſt op- 
poſite to Bagua, a ſmall but very conſiderable Iſland to furniſh 
navigatours hath alſo in it , Cape T#b#r0,and the promontory 
Dona, and many ſafe harbours for Ships. From the 12ft of theſe, 
the Land turning to the Eaſt many leagues, admittcthof a great 
inl:t of Sea, upon which bordereth Zagra, 3 Province no lefſe 
fraittall, and pleaſant then the former, in v-hich {tandeth the 
Townecalled [agyana, well provided with ſtore of excellent 
Salt. And neer unto the North, 1s the Iſland Graabo. The 
moſt Notthwelt is Cape Saint Nicholas, where beginneth the 
firſt Northfide Province of the Ifland A7ari-n, where Chrifo- 
pherus Columbus built Navidad, hereunto b. long two Iſlands 
Aofquites and Port Palma the one to the Eaſt the other ro the 
Welt. The next Province is Lawega Rea? extending it {elte 70 
leagues in lengthtwenty 1n breadth admirable rich in medowes 
and Paſtures. Between this Northerne Province and Taqrimo to 
the South le to other, {bao ſomctime abounding with golden 
mines, and Mapnara with in comparable meadowes, as being 
almoſt incompaſſed-withtwo wide Rivets Nba, and Tagquen. 
There are belonging to this ſpacious Province two Townes of 
"I note Saiht lago and Port de Plata, befides four convenient 
avens Cape Francs , Port Rially Mons Chriſti, and Port 1ſa- 
bell. The molt Northeaſt is Samara unto which belongeth one

To the Welt of Virgo, Gorda, and Avagado, the molt 
Welt of the Carib Ilands ſeventeen leagues, from Cogus Bocoa,n 
Promontory of Yzezaecla, in the Continent of e America, to the 
Nortkealt it is diſt;nt one hundred thirty _ The Climate 
isvery plealant,only ſometimes in the moneths of December and 
Januwry, it 1s infctted with too muck raine ; in June, July and 
Auguſt, with ſomewhat immoderate heat, and terrible tempeſts, 
which they call Huracanes. The land for the molt part riſeth and 
falleth wich convenient ſmall fruitfyll hils and vallies , though 


the 
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the fruitfulneſſe thereof is much hindred with the over-great 
ſtore of Guiabo trees. The Townes and Ports of this Iland are 


' but few : about the middle of the North ſide lyeth Porro-Rico, 


the only Towne of note, built after the Spaniſh faſhion, and di- 
vided into fair ftreets : it hath in it a ſafe Haven for ſhips, a 
ſtately Cathedrall,and a Monaſtery : and though it hath no wals 
i is well fortificd by land and ſea : yet not fo, but that it was ta- 
ken by our countrey man the Earle of Cumberland, who found 
there a rich booty, and at leaſt ſeventy great precesof Ordnance, 
which he brought away Anzo 1597. It hath ſince 1o the yeare 
1625 beene aſſaulted by Henr:cides the Dutch Generall, who 
though he demeaned himſelf very valiantly ia the attempt, could 
not obtaine it, The other Ports on the North ſide of the 1land, as 
Viſa, Canaba, and Cabeca, to the Eaft of Portorico, are not ſafe, 
as being expoſed to the Northern tempeſts and ſhelves,and ſands 
whichlye beforethem. In the Northweſt corncr lyeth Agaaa, a 
yery oportune Haven to water jn, b.tween which and Portorico 
the Rivers {ami and (abuco fall into the ſea, Direftiy to the

ther of great worth or ncte. 

Qa the Southſide moſt to the Welt| heth Cape Roxo, neer 
which our Engliſh have found ſome falt pits very uſctull for 
thoſe who travaile thoſe parts. From Cape Roxo lic the havens 
of Gnaima, Taria; Guatdianilla , and\ Graiama diſtant frve or 
fix leagues the one from the other, On the Southealt-fide lie the 
fmall Iftands Bieqze, on the Eaſt coaſt, then are onely theſe two 
Ports Saint James and Tabucoa, The prime commodities of this 
TRand are great ſtore of Sugars, Ginger Caſſia, and Neats hides. 
It did abottmd with fitver and gold , bnt thoſe mines are either 
exhaultcd, or ncleted for want of worke men.

7 rinidado ; from thence not long after he ſent backe agzirie to * 
(ar42474a, who dire Red them ro Morequito Lord of Arama:a, 
as having better knowledge of G44, living foure or five dayes 
journey ffom /Maguregnara, This Morequito had lome tery 
yceres before, brought much gold ro C:mana; and ivithall had 
fo highly extolled the great riches of G#:4a»4. 25 that YVedes the 
Governour of /Margarita fought to have obtained a patent 
thereof from the King of Sparxe, hut was prevented by Berea ; 
which ſe troubled ore 72:9 for (his acquaintance Yedes fake, 
with whotn he had mnch ingratiared him{e!fe) as that though 
he teared openly to deny Berea requeſt, in ſending guides witta 
his men, to trucke with the Gxian;as for oold : Yet privily up- 
on their returne (whic"h 1s reported to have beene with much 
fore of gold) he cauſed them ro be mutthered nearethe bankes 
of Qronogq, , one onely eſcaping. to informe Berea of this ct u 11 
at, which heconceiving to have beene piloted by Aoreguire, 
ſent a good part of the men he had at Trxidaa. to rake him and 
to {poyle his Covntry: Before whoſe coming /Torequito herring 
of | it, fled to Viades for fncconr ; but being within a while Ce 
Aa 3s mande.. 
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manded in the King of S E name, he was delivered and ex. 
ecuted ; whoſe execution o diſpleaſed the borderers of Orozog; 
as he thought ir not (ate ever afrer to venture with a few men,

others who were imployed by learnedand expert Raleigh, thar 

way will more {eaſonably follow. | : 
After ſix weekesand two dayes departure from Erg/ard, Sir 
Waiter Raleigh, though he aid leven dayes at 7 enersfe, one of 
che Canary Iflands in expeation of Captaine Pres? on, arived at 
Trmidado, and tooke it within foure dayes; where looking no 
time in the proſecution of his intended deligne for Gu:ana ; af- 
rer diligent {earch, the.narrow ſea berweene T r:dado and the 
fall of Oronog; being fo ſhallow and ſhelvie, more eſpecially 
thoſe branches of the ſaid River ; all that was then diſcovered, 
{being ſound by his Sea-men not above nine foot deepe at high 
wacer) he was enforced to leave his ſhips, and with a hundred 
men thronged together in two baryes and three whirreys to 
crofle that narrow ſea, an} ro venture up the River by thoſe 
branches ; wherein when they had rowed toure dayes, his owne 
barge came a ground, ſo as they were in ſome feare, whether 
they ſhonlJ ever have got her off againe ; ſuch was the ſhallow- 
neſle of the Riv: r when the flowing of ſea had let: them.

From hence intwe dayes they rowed vp neere tothe River 
Cralt, where the beady violence of that, and the other Rivers, 
{as 1s u(uall at that time of the yeere) permitted them not then 
by water to make any higher ſearch irio Gxianra, Here there- 
fore {taying three or foure dayes, their ſmall company was diſ- 
perſed by direction of the Commander, -to view the ſeveral 
quarters about and above the ſaid River ; which upon their re- 
eurne, they reported in generall to be yery fruitfull, in well 
growne Medowes and Paſtures ; exceeding. commodious for 
hunting, hawking, fiſhing, fowling ; as having many plaines, 
cleere Rivers, abundance of Pheaſants, Partriges, Quailes,Railes, 
Cranes, Herons, and moſt other Fowles; Deere of all ſorts, 
Camas or Antas, as big, and affording as good nourtſhment, and 
as pleaſant, as our Engliſh Beefe, Porkets, Hares, Lyons, Ty- 
vers, Leopards, and divers other ſorts of Beaſts, either for chaſe 
or food, But that which moſt contented them, was (as being 
che thing they chiefly aimed ar) the great flore of gold and 
precious ones, the greater and lefler hils promiſed them, the 
very ſtones gliſtering like gold ; a more then probable argu. 
ment, 1n the judgement of the beſt Mineralifts, that the earth 
lying a fathome or two deepe, under firong ſpars or quarries 
of ſuch one uſually called Mfarcaſite hiderh mnch Treaſure. 
Upon due conlideration of the relations made of thoſe thar Sir 
Walter had ſent to review the Inland "(agreeing fo well with 
what he himſelfe had then ſeene, neere the banke of Caro/;, 
which he with ſome few muſqueteers undertooke to ſurvey) he 


confidently affirmerh G4aza,in no reſpe& to be inferiour to any 
part ofthe world. 


His owne lively expreſſions (being a Gentleman of as great 
Icarning 


learning this way, as any one our afe hath afforded) is worthy tg 
be read and feriouſly conſidered, ] never ſaw (faichhe) a more 
beautifull councry, nor more lively proſpeRs, hils fo raiſed here 
and there over the valleys, the River winding into divers bran- 
ches, the plaines adjoyning without buſh or Rubble, all faire 
greecne graſſe, the ground of hard ſand to march on either for 
horſe or toote, * the, Deere crofling in every path, the birds to- 
wards theeyening Gnging on every tree with a hundred ſeyerall 
tunes,Cranes and Herons of whice,crimſon, carnation, pearchiyrg 
on the River fide, the Ayre freſh with a gentle eaſterly wind ; 
. end every ſtone we (tooped to take up, promiſed either gold or 
filver by his complexion. 

Your Lordſhip (faith he) writing to che Lord Admirall (thor 
then was) ſhall ſee of many ſorts, and 1 hope ſome of them can. 
not be bettered under the Sunne; and yet we had no meanes 
| bur with our daggers and fingers to teare them our here and 
there, the rockes being molt hard of a minerall ſparre, as hard 
- or harder then a flint :. Belides, the veines lye a fathome or two 
deepe in the rockes, and we wanted neceſlary Inſtruments to 
have digeed the treafure out. Which laſt clauſe well conſidered 
togethcr with what he in his booke of G=/aza alleageth for him. 
ſelfe (namely the violence of the waters hourely increafing, ua- 
ſeaſonableneſſe of the yeere, the ſmalneſle of his company, the 
mforced leaving off his ſhips more then 400 miles for a whole 
moneth, and his unwillingneſle to ler the natives now perceive 
rhat the intent of his comming was the ſame vvith the Spanr- 
ards , chiefly for gold ) may in my judgement ſufficiently an- 
ſwer thoſe,vvho have and doe fill queſtion the truth of Sir Yal- 
zers high expreſhons of G«:a»g's riches, and the molt fruitful! 
and pleaſant habitation at aftordeth ; for that he made no longer 
Nay there, aud brought no more fore of Treaſure home vvith 
him. 

The iſſue of this vvorthy Travelour's firſt voyage vvas this, 
Not being able by reaſon of the great doynfall and over-bearing 
fireame of Carols, to aſcend any further, ( vvithout ſeeing the 
Rivers Baraquan, Beta, Daxxe and Obarro, all failing from the 
Weſt into Orern9q; : and being diſtant each from other abour 
« adegree more and more to the South ;) though yet in regard ot 
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:ougitude from Baſt to = much alike, eirher from 
AM acurewarai or the great: City Aﬀfanas > He returned in few 
dayesto the Port of Aﬀorequite, where he concluded with 79. 
pava”s ; hoſtages being given on either fide, to returne with 
prex forces the next yeere, and that in che time he ſhould work 
with the Oren0que port, to joyne wirh them inan expedition 
2gainſt their enemies the Epuremei, who poſſefled the regions 
that moſt abound with filver and precious frones. Bur here was 
the unhappineſſe of the man. ( I might rather ſay of the King- 
dome : ) that upon his ſpeedy returue into England, not above 

eig'1t monerhs trom his ſerting forth, he couldnot (though he 
were yery gratious at Court) procure a Navy to be ſent within 
ayecte'to Topiawart, as was promiſed : Whence it came to 
palle, that the foreſaid Berea, negleting no time, did by the 
aſſiſtance of Carrepara Lord of Emerra, againe pet vp the River 
of OQren0q; with 300 Spaniſh Souldiers as tarre as Caro/:, where 
he butlc a lictle Towne called Saint Thom, conſiſting of thiny 
houſes of great conſequence, to bring under and keepe in the 
feacfull;unarmed borderers of Or0»09;,and alſo for oppoſing any 
other Nation, who ſhould attempt Gxra4 that way. But Sic 
Walcer (not underſtanding of the Spaviards building and firong 
fortifying Saint Them.) ſent forth Captaine Keymih with a 
ſhip anda pinnace (all he was able to doe at his owne charge) 
the 26 of January in-the yecre 1596, ( which being foure 
moneths later then he promiſed and intended ,) canled Topia- 
wars andthe reſt of the'borderets of Oroxog; , for are of Be. 
_ $44 and his Sparuſh forces, to withdraw themſelves ;' when Key- 
wh ( who firſt diſcovered the genuine and beſt Navigable 
ftreame of the great River Oronog; , within eight dayes ſaile 
and entrance thereunto, came up to the Port of Moregarro, 
where finding his hopes of affitance from the Narives fruſtrated 
and himſelfe nor able to enconnter the Spazrards , he forthwich 
far feare arts takerh downe the River againe, and ſo in 
rhe fifth after his ſerring forth out of England, return 
ned thither fe agame, though withonr any ſucceſle ar all. 
Aer this ] find no farther to have beene made by the. 
Engliſh apon Gu:avs, but that of Sir Falter himſelfe, Anno 
26 1:74 whew- he had beene forrtcene yeeres priſoner tothe 
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great rerarding of his incended proſecution of Guiche, The' 
laccetle of this voyage was little nſwerable to the great preps 
ration thereof : For though he went forth at his owne md 
friends charge, with ſeven good ſhips well marmed and provi- 
ded, yet he brought no treafare home. Aud no mervaile {for . 
as he no lefletruly then boldly wricerh to Sir Rach Frmword 
from Chriftophers Ifland } his whole dchgne,what ſhips. what 
| men, what Ammunition he woul take with him, as alſo whar 

time he would ſer forth hence, and what branch of Oro-9q; he 
1ocenJ<d to goce up to Griare ; were all made knowne to the 
Spanrard before he could ger out of the Thames by King James, 
to whom he was enforced by oath (before he” could get liberty 
to goe) to diſcover the foreſaid particulars. Upon which notice 
ſpeedy direAions were {ey from the Court of $74me, to draw 
up forces, rhree times as many as ours were, from Porre- Rico, 
Nucquo- Reygno, and other neereſt adjoyning parts, to ſurprize - 
chem cones: Yer ſuch was che courage and reſolution 
of our men, that they went up to Saint Thomas, and tooke it, 
and in it fome ftore of rich Tobacco; but the Spaniſh forces 
purpoſely abandened che Towne, for the herrec defente of the 
mines, ſo that oars could not take them, which by reaſon of 
Woods lying on every fide neare uttto them, with 200 Muſque- 
 teerstheyeafily defended.

My greateft care in pern{ing this governnent is to take ſpeci- 
all notice of the Sea-coalts,for beſides the famous Porrs,Rivers, 
Iſlands, Promontories.beth on the North tnd South fide of this 
necke of ground, nothing is much worth the noting ; for three 
parts of it lying betyyeene the River Darien and the South-ſea, 
are taken up with exceeding high mountaines and thoſe un- 
Fruitfull and uvfic for habitation (being overrunne with wild 
bez(ts)beiides the plains and Valleys adjoyning to either,though 
they be more fruitfull yer very unhealthfull, infomuch as 
though formerly they were well inbabited by Spaniards, yer 
now they are for the moit part deſerted.

Captaine Oxenhaw (induced 2 che fame of the vaſt treaſure, 
which fortanate Drake obtained in thoſe parts) provided a ſhip 
of 2 120 Tun; in which having with him neere a hundred men, 
(the winds favouring him, he came ſooner then he could well 
expect on the-North Sea-coatt of Panima) where getting as 
neere as heconld conveniently, for the ſhorteſt cur over to the 
North ſea ; he landed his men, drew up his ſhip into acrannys 
where he lefc her and his great Ordvance, covered all over with 
bowes. Then he and his men taking ſufficient victuall, with 
ro field pieces, and other neceſſary armes, after twelve leagues

lily. Firft, in too ſadden diſcharging the ewo Pinnaces _F 
had: taken, by whom the Governour of Paxima being muc 
ſooner informed of the exploit then. orherwiie he. could have 
been, made the more quick parſuit after them, with twice a$ 
many forces as they had, Secondly, in caſting the feathers of 
hens they had pillaged over board, whereby they gave perfect 
notice to the purſuers.
